To dispersal of H. O. Larsen’s Forum Herd at the 


Dairy Cattle Congress Grounds, Waterloo, Iowa, 

March 20, attracted a capacity crowd, and made the 
satisfactory average of $263.50 for 66 head. The sale 
total was $17,390 for the complete offering. A storm the 
night before made travelling rather hazardous and per- 
haps kept away some from a distance. However, there 
were bidders present from ten or more states, and it was 
a snappy sale from start to finish. 

Bob Melin, as master of ceremonies, called the crowd 
io order at 12:30 and after 15 minutes of preliminaries 
and introductions, the sale began with a beautiful udder- 
ed daughter of Forum Dominant at $310. Then followed 
a parade of daughters of the senior herd sire, 
Monogram. They reached $375, then $400, 
climax for the female section when the All-American 
Calf, Forum Varietta, showing wonderful promise for 
the senior yearling class, was finally struck off to H. 
Mayer, Palatine, Ill., at $625. Paul Misner was a strong 
contender right up to the finish. Forum Monogram, 
himself, looking even more impressive than when on 
the circuit last fall, was keenly sought, and finally went 
to A. L. Godfrey, Elkhorn, Wis., on his bid of $1,200. 
This bull will succeed Carnation Inka Prince in the God- 
frey herd. This price, however, did not remain long as 
lop of the sale.

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A Farmer-Breeder Makes History 


Robens Herd, Now in 40th Year, Has Contributed Much to Breed Progress 


his start with pure bred Holsteins on the sightly 

farm in Herkimer County, N. Y., where he was 
born and which has been in the Robens family since 
Colonial days. The name of Pleasant Hill was aptly se- 
lected, the farm being situated to command a view of 
wonderful panorama, streaching into the foothills of the 
Adirondacks and down the valley of Little Canada Creek 
toward the Mohawk. 

His three original foundation cows 
were named Nellie Duchess of Pleasant 
Hill, Princess Wayne of Pleasant Hill 
and Star Girl of Pleasant Hill. Sir Erix 
Boon was the first herd sire, followed by 
De Kol Pietertje Prince 2d, whose sire 
was a three-quarter brother to Henger- 
veld De Kol. Both sires begot great 
heavy milking daughters, so the stage 
was well set for the young sire, Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld, purchased in 1904 
from the Stevens herd at Lacona, N. Y. 
This sire become the great foundation 
sire of the Robens herd—the bull who 
first gave the herd a national reputa- 
tion. He was in service here for nearly 
15 years and became one of the first 
Century Sires of the breed. His daugh- 
ters, mostly born during the first decade 
of the present century were tested prin- 
cipally in 7-day and 30-day work, and 
of his 143 A. R. S. O. daughters, twenty 
exceeded the 30-lb. mark for butter. A little pioneer 
work was done in the then new semi-official test, and 
four of them made records from 800 to 907 lbs. fat. They 
were all real dairy cows and some of them sold in public 
auction for as high as $1,950. 

Following along with Sir Veeman Hengerveld came 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale (out of the 41-lb. daughter 
of the first 30-lb. cow, Sadie Vale Concordia); his son, 
King Sadie Vale Hengerveld, (out of the highest short 
time record daughters of Sir Veeman Hengerveld and 
Sir Korndyke Pontiac Artis out of Ponitac Artis, famed 
800-lb. fat daughter of Hengerveld De Kol). 

The year that Sir Veeman Hengerveld died (1919), 
Mr. Robens purchased of Winterthur Farms a young 
bull which he-christened King Ormsby Ideal, a son of 
King of the Ormsbys from the 1,077-lb. fat producer, 
Emeretta Korndyke De Kol. It was King Ormsby Ideal, 
mated with daughters and grandaughters of Sir Veeman 
Hengerveld that really built the present Robens herd 
and Will Robens will tell you today that neither of these 
sires ever sired a poor daughter. 

Reports just received from Supt. Norton and not yet 
published, credit King Ormsby Ideal with 89 ARSO 
daughters, of which 22 have made records from 800 to 
1,019 lbs. fat. At the time of his death, two years ago,

he had more 800-lb. fat daughters than any other gire 
then living and today there are but two sires of the 
breed that has surpassed his list of 800-lb. fat daughters. 
The entire list of 89 daughters have together made 117 
A. R. records, quite a proportion in Class B and ip 
heifer form but with a mature equivalent in Class A of 
well over 800 lbs. fat and better than 3.6% average 
test. And what a great aggregation of dairy cows they are 

When King Ormsby Ideal began to get along in 
years—he was 16 when he died—g 
great search was started for his succes- 
sor. After several trials, Sir Walker 
Inka Homestead was _ located, clear 
across the continent in the Durbin herd 
in Oregon, where he was doing a great 
job, which he continued for half a 
dozen years in the Robens herd, pass- 
ing on only last fall at 14 years old. 
This bull was bred by A. J. Lashbrook 
of Minnesota, a son of his great Sir 
Walker Segis Homestead from the same 
female line that produced Lashbrook 
Pearl Ormsby. Mr. Robens still feels 
that Sir Veeman Hengerveld was the 
greatest sire he ever owned, with King 
Ormsby Ideal a close second, and that 
‘‘Walker’’ deserves to rate almost ona 
par with King Ormsby Ideal, although 
his daughters have not yet had an op- 
portunity to fully demonstrate this. 
Certainly they look the part and the 
present Robens herd sires are mostly Walker sons and 
Ideal dams with Sir Veeman Hengerveld a little farther 
back on the dam’s side. 

For over 32 years Mr. Robens, assisted in the later years 
by his son Glenn, who milked and handled most of the 
Ideal daughters, has been carrying on a testing program 
in Advanced Registry work that has been practically con- 
tinuous during this period. Back in the old ‘“‘short time” 
days, the statement was often made publicly that W. D. 
Robens had bred more 30-lb. cows than any other man 
in the business; and when the long time test had begun 
to prove its merit, he went into that with the same el- 
thusiasm that has characterized all of his breeding and 
business efforts, breeding and developing some 32 cows 
with records from 800 to over 1,000 bs. fat, sired by at 
least five different sires. 

As a result of this long time program of production 
testing and constructive breeding, the Robens herd is 
one of the few herds of any dairy breed that can be 
seen today in which a great proportion of the young 
stock on the place are backed by six, seven or eight gen- 
erations of home breeding, with an unbroken line of pro- 
duction records in either long or short time test all the 
way back to the original foundation. Such a herd i

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Week End at Robertson Farms 


It was back in the winter of 1928 
that I made my first ‘‘official visit’ 
to Robertson Farms, in the suburbs 
of beautiful York, Pennsylvania, and 
at that time I wrote for the World 
a story entitled ‘‘Robertson, Breeder 
and Builder,” in which a tribute was 
paid to a young man who had started 
without capital and had in eight 
years built one of the great breed- 
ing establishments of the country, 
with a Holstein herd that was win- 
ning high honors in the show ring, 
producing heavily under’ business 
conditions, and furnishing herd sires 
and foundation seed stock for many 
breeders in various parts of the 
country. 

Within two years after that story 
was written misfortune struck the 
human dynamo that was responsible 
for this success story. Nearly eight 
vears ago Harold EK. Robertson suf- 
fered a spinal injury that has kept 
him in a hospital off and on most of 
the time since and that has prevented 
him from doing any work about the 
place except for a very little casual 
supervision. The development of the 
herd by hired help has gone on all 
through this trying period, with the 
owner constantly looking forward to 
the time when his health might be 
restored so that he can again take 
an active part in the work of breed- 
ing, herd buliding and marketing his 
Holsteins and their product. 

A few weeks ago, we had a letter 
from Harold Robertson, written from 
his hospital, asking if someone from 
the World could meet him at the 
farm over the week end to discuss 
his plans for the future. The assign- 
ment fell to me and I spent a wonder- 
ful week end, going over that herd 
which has been built up with such 
great care during the past two 
decades. 

Harold Robertson explained the 
situation to me as follows. It seems 
that he has had no trouble in secur- 
ing hired help that will take a 
personal interest in caring for the 
eattle and continuing the breeding 
program that was well under way 
at the time of his injury; but the 
selling end of the business has been 
the stickler. Being unable to get 
around the country and meet people 
Or even to stay at the farm and 
show the herd to prospective buyers, 
Mr. Robertson finds himself pretty 
well snowed under with bulls and 
surplus females. After talking the 
situation over and considering it 
from every angle, it was decided to 
hold a public auction sale, which 
would include all the service age 
bulls on the place except those that 
will be retained for their own breed- 
ing program; also to include what 
might be described as a fair cross 
section of the heifers in the herd 
not yet in milk; and then to make 
this a sale that would be especially 
attractive to buyers from a distance, 
a few cows of real foundation calibre 
to be also included. They are unable 
to sell very many cows in milk, as 
they have a fine milk market in 
York, which was developed by Mr. 
Robertson before his injury and has 


since been carried on by his faithful 
and loyal employes, but it was de- 
cided that a few would be sacrificed 
to make this a real sale. 


“Here are two that I will never 
sell,’ he told me, pointing out two 
full sisters that stood first and 
second in the aged cow class at the 
Pennsylvania Farm Products Show 
at Harrisburg in January. He ex- 
plained to me that one of these cows 
had been first wherever shown all 
over the circuit except at Eastern 
States, where the grand champion 
was a cow this Robertson cow had 
previously beaten, right up to Harris- 
burg, where her full sister came out 
to take the blue from her and leave 
her the red. Both cows had fresh- 
ened since Harrisburg and were 
milking in the neighborhood of 80 
lbs. a day. They were thin in flesh 
from heavy production, but what a 
pair of dairy cows! You can imagine 
my surprise when after my return 
home IJ had a letter from Robertson 
Farms saying that they had decided 
the sale needed a few more real 
female headliners and that these two 
great full sisters were both going in 
the sale. 

But to get back to what I saw 
while at the farms. The Robertson 
herd is built almost entirely on Piebe- 
Count blood. The original herd sirs 
was King Piebe of York, a son of 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King 
from one of the best daughters of 
King Segis Pontiac Count. He was 
assisted, during the early history of 
the herd, by Sir Homestead Pontiac 
Beets, who represented the same cross 
in reverse order, that is, a son of 
“Count” from a high record daugh- 
ter of ‘‘Piebe.’’ These two sires and 
their sons were used almost ex- 
clusively in the development of the 
herd until December 1929, when 
Piebe Homestead of York was pur- 
chased as a yearling bull from the 
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KING PIEBE OF YORK 273611

His 
own dam had just completed a recorg 
of 971.4 lbs. fat with 3.9% test and 
had qualified for the  305-day 
division. She was Lashbrook Peg?! 
Ormsby, then comparatively yp. 
known except for the large recorg 
she had just finished, but who dur. 
ing the past seven or eight years 
had won undying fame as one of 
the greatest brood cows in _ the 
country. 


Piebe Homestead of York, mated 
with daughters and granddaughters 
of the two original foundation sires. 
proved to be an outstanding breed- 
ing combination that has _ regulted 
in a large number of excellent sons 
and daughters. The daughters are 
now finishing records of from 15,004 
to 18,000 lbs. milk and testing well, 
as first and second calf heifers; and 
the sons furnished a_ remarkable 
demonstration on the show circuit 
last fall. You will remember that 
at Ohio State Fair, Piebe Homestead 
of York was second prize aged bull 
and that four of his sons won second 
prizes in the four classes from two- 
year-olds down, with some of the 
decisions between first and second 
places being plenty close. 

A great nick on the PHOY daugh- 
ters is King Piebe of York 5lst, an 
inbred son of the original founda- 
tion sire. One of the 51st daughters 
was a sensational junior champion 
on the 1936 circuit and others have 
been consistent winners in former 


years.

New York Milk Control Expires 
EW YORK’S Milk Control law, renewed annually 
N for four years, expired by limitation April 1. The 
state legislature is taking an Easter recess until 
April 5, with the evident intent of letting this contro- 
versial emergency measure die a natural death. Just 
what will be set up in place of it is still to be determined. 
As previously reported, a bi-partisan Joint Legisla- 
tive Committee has been holding a series of public hear- 
ings throughout the state to attempt to determine the 
sentiment of the dairy industry in regard to a continuance 
of milk control. Its report, submitted to the legislature 
March 22, declares that the milk control law has broken 
down and is incapable of effective enforcement in the 
metropolitan area; that it is driving this market away 
from New York producers because of the price situation 
on inter-state milk; that the emergency giving rise to the 
enactment of the Milk Control Law no longer exists. 
Accordingly, the Committee recommends that the 


emergency price fixing provisions of the present law 
should not be continued. 
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The question is a very controversial one, but the re- 
port of the committee seems to reflect the majority sen- 
timent of the industry as developed at the public hear- 
ings. 

Bills of a wide variety have been introduced, dealing 
with the dairy situation. These include declaration of 
milk as a public utility, with prices to be fixed by the 
Public Service Commission; establishment of fixed minj- 
mum prices of not less than $2 a hundred in summer 
and $2.50 during the stabling period; and the setting 
up of an elaborate system of cooperatives in a single 
corporation under which producers would theoretically 
determine the prices at which their milk would be sold. 
Other bills would specifically give cooperatives the right 
to confer and discuss prices without running afoul of 
the provisions of the anti-trust laws, and would provide 
that milk and cream from outside the state must meet 
the same sanitary rules and inspections as New York 
State producers are governed by. 

There cannot fail to be some demoralization of the 
milk market, temporarily at least. The cheese and but- 
ter markets should establish a strong bottom for prices, 
however, at least for dairymen who can. reach facilities 
for manufacture, and the milk companies are certainly 
going to be asking for trouble if they expect their pro- 
ducers to stand for prices very far below actual manu- 
factured values. A first-class price war is in immediate 
prospect; in fact, we are informed has already started. 

A knock-down, drag-out fight has its points. We have 
a large number of dealers mixed up in the milk business 
that the industry could well do without. But if the dis- 
tributing trade go too far in charging back the cost of 
such a war on producers, we can think of no more certain 
way to bring back a real and permanent milk control 
law, with teeth in it which they will not relish. Further 
developments will be closely watched. 


Size Is Important 


VERY cow, sooner or later, comes to the end of her 
Ek; usefulness. Breeding troubles, mastitis, Bang’s 
Disease, etc., take their toll and they are no re- 
spectors of breeds. There is this practical difference, 
however, from the standpoint of the herd owner. The 
big Holstein cow, when her days of usefulness in the 
dairy are ended, has a definite salvage value substan- 
tially greater than is possible from the other dairy 
breeds. And that means something at present market 
prices for meat.

of the breed. 
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New York Milk Advertising 

OR the past three years, the State of New York has 
Prveen carrying on an aggressive campaign of adver- 

tising to increase the consumption of milk. The 
State appropriated the money and supervised its ¢* 
penditure, and the dairy industry paid the bill by a levy 
on milk sales—ranging from one cent a hundred dow? 
to five-eighths of a cent a hundred, shared equally by 
producers and distributors. This small tax raised a sum 
of from $250,000 to $400,000 a year, which reimbursed 
the State Treasury in large degree and made the appre 
priation merely a revolving fund. ss 

We have felt that this continuous and comprehensive 
advertising of milk was producing satisfactory results, 
and that with so many other foods and beverages appeal- 
ing to the public through the advertising pages of the 
press, it was well worthwhile for the dairy industry ' 
continue the effort. The New York Holstein-Friesia” 
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Association at its recent annual meeting adopted a reso- 
lution approving continuance for the coming year, with 
the recommendation that a small part of the funds be 
get aside for fundamental milk research by Cornell Uni- 
versity Chemists. 

Now a recommendation from the Joint Legislative 
Committee to Investigate the Milk Control Law is made 
to the Legislature that the appropriation for milk adver- 
tising be discontinued April 1, 1937. We think the com- 
mittee has decided overstepped its bounds in the matter. 
The subject of milk advertising was not within its pur- 
view; Was not included as a subject of discussion at the 
public hearings held by the committee. 

We believe that the continuation of this advertising 
program is of even greater importance this year, now 
that state milk control is going out. The results of the 
past effort, we feel, have been helpful in increasing milk 
consumption. With economic conditions inproving, and 
the market more completely on its own, we believe the 
results would be even better this coming year and 
strongly urge the New York legislature to over-ride this 
recommendation of discontinuance. We wish similar 
programs might be generally worked out in other dairy 
states to help promote larger consumption of milk and 
all forms of dairy products. 


Association Business Up 

HE weekly reports of business in the Secretary’s 
"[T ottice continue to make pleasant reading, and fur- 

nish further definite evidence of improvement in the 
industry. For the first eleven weekly periods of 1937 
(up to March 20) registrations are up 16.88% over the 
same periods of 1936; transfers are up 8.53 %—member- 
ships 20.47%. The percentage of increase is gaining 
quite consistently each week, standing at a higher point 
now than at any previous week this year. Most en- 
couraging.

This Special number to carry 4 
presentation of the great progress of the breed in New 
York state. This Special number of the World to be 
mailed to all the World subscribers and in addition sent 
to every owner of a pure bred Holstein in New York 
State. 

To help meet the expense of this Special number, it 
seems, that each County Club should be willing to sell 
among its members, a page or more of advertising of its 
members’ herds, and also the local Club organization it- 
self might use a small space to give a list of its members 
and some information as to their herds. ; 

I would like very much, to have you present this 
suggestion to the breeders of New York State, and other 
states too, to see whether they will co-operate in doing 4 
real job of breed promotion. 

The Chenango County Holstein Club has published 
directories of its members three of the past several years.

Although many of the small breeders in New York 
State cannot afford to carry large amounts of individual 
advertising, I do believe that we can co-operate to do 4 
large amount of breed promotion work.

Hiowever, Tom was able to be about 
and took us in the barn where he 
showed us the stall in which the 
famous, Springbank Snow Countess, 
the cow that produced 207.505 Ibs.

lactation period, had formerly been 
kept until her demise one of those 
hottest days last July. In her stall 
at the present time Tom has Pontiac 
Dutchland Devries, the cow that has 
twice produced over 1,000 Ibs. fat 
in a year, twice a day milking. This 
cow is now on her third yearly test, 
twice a day milking, milking since 
last May, and still milking over 70 
lbs. a day-—almost unbelievable. In 
the stall next to her stands the world’s 
record two-year-old, Springbank Aris- 
tocrat Adeline. We saw a number of 
gons and daughters of Montvic Rag 
Apple Pietje, Tom Dent’s herd 
sire sired by Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst from the highest record daugh- 
ter of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. 
These daughters and sons’ show 
wonderful promise. The thing that 
impressed John Zoberlin was that 
this herd was kept under ordinary 
farm conditions—and had such 
wonderful production. I might say 
that we tried hard, (not too hard), to 
get away from Tom Dent’s without 
partaking of Mrs. Dent’s good cooking 

-we tried so hard that we had two 
meals there instead of one. 


The next morning found us at 
Mount Victoria Farms where we were 
met by Mort Butchers, who Mrs. 
Butchers says has only two things 
on his mind; one the attention he 
gives her and the other his love for 
the famous Mount Victoria herd. We 
saw Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur, the 
famous four-times All-American. 
We saw her sisters that helped make 
up the All-American Get. John 
Zoberlin spent about half an hour 
looking over Montive Rag Apple 
Bonheur and then finally exclaimed 
‘A real All-American.’”’ One of the 
animals of great interest at Mount 
Victoria Farms was ‘‘Bonheur’s’”’ son 
born last November sired by Path- 
finder. This calf is the image of 
“Bonheur” and you can imagine 
how hard we tried to get them to 
agree to put this calf in the National 
Sale. It was not until after we got 
back home that we got a letter from 
Mount Victoria telling us that our 
powers of persuasion had won out 
and that the Bonheur bull would go 
in the sale, along with a beautiful 
Chieftain daughter that we has es- 
pecially admired. 


Incidentilly, John picked himself 


a junior herd sire while at Mount 
Victoria, a son of Pathfinder from a 
4.6% granddaughter of old Oakhurst 
Colantha Abbekerk. We had wanted 
this bull for the sale, but John 
thought he had first claim on him, 
so he goes to the Zoberlin herd. You 
will hear more about this fine young- 
ster. 

Mr. T. B. Macauley was suffering 
from a slight cold but in spite of his 
infirmity, with the assistance of Mrs. 
Macauley and their son, who is also 
interested in the farm, were made 
feel very welcome. John Zoberlin 
has the faculty of getting acquainted 
and finding out all about the country, 
why Canada has so many good Hol- 
stein cattle, about the King and 
other minor details. 

Mort Butchers took us to visit 
Raymondale Farms where we met 
Clarence Goodhue and saw a grand- 
son of the old “Hiemke’’ cow that 
Mr. Macauley has just recently se- 
cured as an out-cross to use on the 
granddaughters of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst. 


Incidentally, the conductor on the 
train between Hudson Heights and 
Montreal spends his summers. at 
Sheboygan, Wisconsin where he has 
a brother living. Sunday morning 
found us at Baker Farm, Exeter, 
New Hampshire. Vere Culver, the 
manager, hasn’t changed a bit. We 
were very much impressed with the 
size of the herd and the business 
basis on which the herd is conducted. 
The milk is retailed in the nearby 
territory for ten and twelve cents a 
quart. Vere supplied us with rubber 
boots and took us over to the farm 
where the young stock is kept. Here 
we saw daughters of Ormsby Direct, 
Canary Korndyke Finderne and Sir 
Inka May Walker growing in the 
open. There heifers are permitted 
to go in the barn for shelter but 
they are fed by self-feeders. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Culver said that 
they spent most of the time out in 
the open. One of the things that im- 
pressed us most was the confidence 
Baker Farms have in the milk they 
produce, On the barn was a big 
sign gotten out by the National Hol- 
stein Association advertising Hol- 
stein milk. Mr. Culver told us that 
when he first went there people in 
the neighborhood did not like Hol- 
sein milk because it was not yellow 
in color but they are getting over 
it and they now have no trouble in 
selling Holstein milk. It is very 
evident Baker Farms are conducting 
their herd under very practical farm 
conditions and are using sires whose 
blood lines are nicking. At this point 
John Zoberlin was so comfortable, 
and enjoyed Mrs. Culver’s cooking 
so much, that he decided to stay 
there while I ‘journeyed down to 
Connecticut and to  Osborndale 
Farms. I[ learned later that John 
called on Mr. Baker in Boston on 
Monday morning where old acquaint- 
ances were renewed. 


Monday afternoon I found my- 
self in the company of Mr. F. M. 
Nichols going over Mrs. Kellogg’s 
herd. I marveled at the familiarity 


of Mr. Nichols as to knowing every, 
animal, there being over 200 head 
in the herd, not only able to telj 
records but complete blood lines for 
generations and generations. | algo 
met Art Goedeke who was looking 
after the feeding and care of the 
COWS. I also saw Rear Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes 724521 purchased at 
the U. S. National Sale last Novem- 
ber from Emil Titel. It was very 
evident that a great deal of thought 
and effort had been put into the 
breeding and development of this 
high-testing Osborndale herd. One 
of the calves in the calf barn 
that would take anyone’s eye was 
what I thought was a show calf. lt 
turned out to be a son of Sir Piebe 
Inka May and the dam is a daughter 
of “Joash’’ that is finishing a record 
of around 800 lbs. fat as a two-year- 
old with a 3.9% test. This bull calf 
with two other selected animals will 
be in the carload that comes from 
New England to the Convention Sale. 
A few of the herd sires in service 
being tried out and proven are Sir 
Piebe Inka May Fayne, Osborndale 
Joash Ollie Homestead, Osborndale 
King Ormsby and Osborndale Sir 
Floss Pontiac Inka. 

We were fortunate enough to meet 
Mrs. Kellogg in the evening after 
having dinner with Mr. and Mrs 
Nichols. She had just returned from 
the dog show in New York City. We 
discussed all the problems of the 
breeders of Holsteins, making of 
records, even down to the consolid- 
ation of the Madison and Brattleboro 
offices and decided most of these 
questions to our own satisfaction 
with the exception of the consolida- 
tion. Mrs. Kellogg felt that it would 
be too bad if after all these years, 
for traditional reasons if no other, 
that the Brattleboro office be 
moved, and I feeling that possibly 
the Madison office could be sold at 
a fair price but that it was more 
centrally located. We both hoped 
that the delegates would come forti- 
fied to solve some of the problems 
now confronting the National Hol- 
stein Association at its meeting in 
Chicago in June. 

The following day was spent in 
the company of Allen Crissey, the 
Eastern Fieldman for the National 
Holstein Association. Allen certainly 
is wide-awake and sold on the Hol- 
stein cow. We spent most of the 
day at Quon-quont Farms, in the 
company of Mr. Wells and Hugh 
Morrill. Mr. Morrill, the genera! 
manager is like Mr. Nichols of Mr. 
Kellogg’s place, he knowing each 
animal in the herd by name ald 
pedigree. Here I looked over the 
daughters of the senior herd SI, 
Quonquont Sir Modest whose fist 
eleven daughters finishing one 1a 
tation are making A R records 4% 
eraging 15,714 lbs. milk with a 3.9% 
test as two-year-olds. After cal 
fully going over the herd with Hust 
Morrill we selected three off-spriné 
of Quonquont Sir Modest as being

indeed a monument to the life efforts of Will and Glenn 
Robens. 

It was with something of a shock, therefore, that the 
public heard the recent announcement that the Robens 
herd was to be dispersed at public auction in late April. 
It really seemed that one of the pillars of the industry 
was being torn down. The decision was a difficult one 
for the owners to make. During the depression, through 
force of circumstances, to protect his own investments 
and those of a community of friends and neighbors, Will 
Robens had become actively interested in the manage- 
ment of the local bank, which he now serves as president, 
giving practically his entire time to this work. The son, 
Glenn, a licensed veterinarian, finds that a growing prac- 
tice is making larger and larger demands upon his time 
and the final combination of circumstances resulted in 
the decision to offer for sale the entire line-up of the 
sound, saleable Holsteins. Only the old and blemished 
cows will be retained—a valuable nucleus for a new 
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breeding herd but of course not merchantable goods at 
auction. There will be no apologies to make or any of 
the 140 or so head that will be sold. The herd has long 
been t. b. accredited and every animal sold will be nega- 
tive to the blood test. 

A recent summary of the herd disclosed 20 daughters 
of King Ormsby Ideal that will be in the sale including 
a number that have just finished their first lactations 
and perhaps half a dozen that have not yet dropped their 
first calves. There will also be 25 daughters of Sir 
Walker Inka Homestead, these two groups comprising 
a great opportunity for foundation and development. 
That is the only consolation in the dispersal of a herd of 
this calibre, that it gives the public a chance to secure 
foundation animals that would not otherwise be avail- 
able. There is certainly a wealth of this kind here as it 
has always been the Robens policy to retain the best fe- 
males for the up-building of the herd. Perhaps that is 
one reason for the present standing of the herd, which 
for many years has been a wonderful source of herd sires 
for breeders throughout the country, from coast to coast. 

This is probably the oldest established herd of its 
size and development in our breed today and we hope 
and believe that the Holstein public will support this 
sale, not only with their presence in large numbers ag a 
tribute to the work of W. D. Robens & Son, but also 
with their bids on a herd that so well exemplifies the 
highest ideals of our industry.

Four other bulls were purchased to 
use along with ‘‘Triune.’’ Two of 
them came from the Robertson herd 
at York, Pennsylvania, one being a 
son and the other a grandson of 
King Piebe of York and from dams 
with records of 500 pounds of fat as 
2-year-olds. One of these had to be 
disposed of due to an accident a 
couple of years ago. Another was 
King Aaggie Ona Pride 47519, that 
is rich in the blood of King Ona and 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad, and the fifth, 
King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 58th, 
451589, was brought in Iowa as a 
worthy proved sire.

There was an attendance of 
about twenty-five (25) including the 
Smith-Hughes Agricultural Class of 
Three Rivers High School. The 
meeting was in charge of County 
agent, Holkzema. 

On the following day an excellent 
herd classification was held at the 
Michigan Reformatory, sixty-nine 
(69) head being eligible. The 
senior sire of the herd, Carnation 
Inka Valdessa H.B. N. 629478, a 
son of Sir Inka May, was classified 
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as (E). Nine of his daughters were 
classified which made a very out- 
standing representation of this sire 
with one (E), four (V.G.), three 
(G-plus), and one (G). This sire 
is to be included on the preferred 
sire list, the rating of which as yet 
has not been reported. 


The grand old cow Reformatory 
Century Aaggie H.B. No. 694834 
now past 16 years of age was classi- 
fied (EE). One daughter and one 
son of this cow in the herd were also 
classified (V.G.). If the production 
figures of this old matron were all 
available she would unquestionably 
be rated as one of the greatest life- 
time producers of all time. She has 
produced 172,059 lbs. of milk and 
6,117 lbs. fat, with no records 
available up to her four-year-old 
lactation and no figures available 
between the ages of five and seven 
years. This cow has produced 13 live 
ealves and still remains in an excel- 
lent state of preservation. 


Three cows and one bull were 
classified as (E), one bull and 
twenty-one cows were classified as 
(V.G.), nineteen cows were classified 
as (G-plus), twenty-three cows were 
classified as (G), one (F), and none 
in the poor classification. 


The day was in charge of the 
herdsman, Russell Miller and County 
Agent W. C. Cribbs, with about 110 
in attendance representing vrontiac, 
Fowlerville, Lapeer, Lansing, Clarks- 
ton and Grand Rapids, besides three 
Smith-Hughes agricultural classes. 
This classification and demonstration 
was considered highly successful. 
The demonstration. at the 
Wineman farm was scheduled for the 
morning of February 25. However, 
Mr. Miller did not get word as to 
the time and arrived after lunch. 
The cow, Miss Canary Pioneer 
Ormsby, rated Excellent, eleven head 
rated Very Good, five Good Plus and 
four Good. This is an excellent show- 
ing for the select herd which Mr. 
Wineman is establishing. Clarence 
Armstrong is in charge of the herd 
and deserves much credit for the 
excellent condition of the herd and 
his judgement in selecting founda- 
tion females.

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Oklahoma Holstein News

The annual meeting of the Okla- 
homa Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion was held at El Reno, Oklahoma 
on Saturday, Feb. 20, in the com- 
mercial club rooms. Attendance was 
35 and it was one of the finest state 
meetings that has been held for a 
number of years by the Holstein 
breeders from this state. 

President Ralsa F. Morley of Tulsa 
was in charge of the meeting and 
the activities of the day, including 
plans for 1937, augers well for Hol- 
steins in Oklahoma. Mr. Morley in 
his opening remarks, commended the 
Holstein men on their past year’s 
activities and urged closer coopera- 
tion in building up our breed through 
a sound breeding and publicity pro- 
gram. 

A summary of the year’s activi- 
ties with the financial report was 
then given by Lynn Beard, Agricul- 
tural Secretary of the Tulsa Chamber 
of Commerce in the absence of the 
State Holstein Secretary, J. W. Her- 
ron of Leonard. Mr. Beard, by the 
way, has been a real worker for 
Holsteins during the past few years 
and last summer engineered a tour 
to the farms of Oklahoma’s Holstein 
breeders in order to encourage them 
to become more active in the promo- 
tion of the breed and to keep up 
registrations on their purebreds. 

Other speakers appearing on the pro- 
gram were Dr. A. H. Kuhlman in 
charge of research work at Oklahoma 
A and M College at Stillwater; Prof. 
P. C. McGilliard, Dairy Specialist 
at the same college, Mr. I. R. 
Thompson, Oklahoma County dairy 
agent and Robert Geiger, Holstein 
Fieldman. 


Dr. Kuhlman talked on the funda- 
mentals of a sound breeding program 
and the various problems encounter- 
ed in developing a good herd of 
Dairy Cattle. He cited specific cases 
of research work in herd improve- 
ment testing to verify his. state- 
ments. 

Prof. McGilliard gave a brief de- 
tailed discussion on calf feeding ex- 
periments at Oklamoha A and M 
which gave the breeders some very 
valuable information in properly car- 
ing for young calves. 

EK. R. Thompson gave a brief dis- 
course on Dairying in general, par- 
ticularly emphasizing the opportun- 
ity that Oklahoma Holstein breeders 
have in cooperating more closely 
with all state institution herds, which 
are Holsteins with one exception. 

Weldon Spitler of Mustang, Okla- 
homa, 4-H Holstein production con- 
test winner, also gave a very inter- 
esting discussion on his trip to the 
National Dairy show at Dallas, Texas, 
the expenses of this trip being paid 
by the State Association. Weldon won 
on the production of ‘“‘Shunga Valley 
Mary’? who made the record as a 
3-year-old. Her yearly production 
was 9,618 lbs. milk and 386.8 lbs 
fat with a better than 3.9% average 
test. The cost of feed during the 
year was $58.95 and the value of 
her products was $135.50, leaving a 


net profit of $76.57. This heifer also 
has a yearly record as a 2-year-old 
of 580 lbs. of fat, but this record was 
made under more favorable feed con- 
ditions than her 1936 record. 
Following the speaking program, 
a general discussion was held re- 
garding plans for 1937. Included in 
this were the following: Holding 
several district Black and White 
Shows and in showing herds from 
each district at the Tulsa and Okla- 
homa City State Fairs and for which 
special premiums have been secured 
this year; Building up’ the _ state 
organization by putting on a mem- 
bership drive; Holding two or more 
breeding schools with E. E. Heiser 
in charge: Give asistance in a state- 
wide 4-H Holstein Club program; 
and putting on Holstein booths and 
distribute Holstein literature at all 
County district and state fairs.

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Visits In Pennsylvania 


On a recent trip through south- 
easterp Pennsylvania, I visited a 
number of herds, besides attending 
County Holstein Club’ meetings. 
Most of the breeders in that section 
are engaged in producing milk prin- 
cipally; but there are a few herds 
that stand out as breeding herds, 
and deserve mention. 


One of these is the James L. Wood 
& Sons herd at Red Hill, now known 
as ‘‘Woodson.”’ Several sires have 
been proven in this herd, and the 
present herd contains a number of 
cows above 500 lbs. of fat in a year, 
DHIA, twice a day milking. They 
now have in service Winterthur Best 
Jo Segis Ithild 546852, a son of Win- 
terthur Bess Burke Best. His dam is 
Winterthur J. K. Segis Clothilde 
699573 with a year record at 4% 
years of 25,065.8 lbs. milk, and 
901.2 lbs. fat. Several two-year-old 
daughters of this bull are now in 
milk, and a promising lot of heifers 
coming on. 


From West Chester I called Mr. 
E. Page Allinson on the phone, and 
inquired if he would be at home, as 
I would like to see his cattle. He 
replied that he would be home, but 
really had nothing to show me. Well, 
you know how it is. Some people 
just don’t blow about what they 
have. 


Some years ago there was a bull 
by the name of King Pietertje Orms- 
by Piebe 17th that spent most of the 
useful years of his life in Chester 
Coupty. Mr. Allinson was fortunate 
to have a daughter of his that was 
a real transmitter of both type and 
production. Her name was Agnes 
Ormsby Piebe 912230, and her dam 
was a daughter of King of the 
Ormsbys. Mr. Allinson bred her to 
Ormsby Accrue Segis 365869, a line- 
bred grandson of King of the 
Ormsbys, and the bull calf from this 
mating was named Town’s' End 
Ormsby Piebe 505626. He was re- 
tained as herd sire, and was the sire 
of practically all of the present herd. 

Remembering Mr. Allinson’s state- 
ment that he had nothing to show 
me, you can imagine my amazement 
when I walked into the barn and 
saw standing in one row about 
twenty of the nicest, straight-topped, 
good bodied, and splendid uddered 
dairy cows. They are a picture that 
you will not see in many herds. Their 
DHIA average for 1936 was 13,158 
Ibs. of milk, and 447.1 lbs. of fat: 
and they look the part. 


Mr. Allinson is now using another 
son of the Agnes cow, sired by Blue 
Rock Hattison Valdessa; whose dam, 
Blue Rock Valdessa Kate, has a 
DHIA record of 16,157 lbs. of milk 
and 605 lbs. of fat, twice a day milk- 
ing. 

Although Mr. Fred Neamand sold 
out his herd about a year ago, he has 
already began to pick up some good 
foundation animals for a new start. 
It appears that this Holstein idea, 
once planted in a man, is harder to 
get rid of than a case of measles. 
Anyway, Mr. Neamand, situated at 
Richlandtown, Penna., is building 
another herd. His foundation fe- 


males are of Canadian breeding, but 
carry the size and type that all good 
breeders like. 

As a herd sire, Mr. Neamand pur- 
chased Springbank Snow Pietje Lad 
from T. R. Dent, at the Royal Brent- 
wood last May. He was described in 
the catalog as a show prospect, and 
appears to ve developing as such. 
His sire is a son of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, from Montvic Rag 
Apple Pietje, 1,043 lbs. fat at 3% 
years. The dam of Mr. Neamand’s 
bull is Springbank Snow Lena, with 
822 lbs. fat in a year. A real herd 
is in the building here. 

A number of other herds were 
visited, but neither time nor space 
will permit of further description 
now. As I get into more of the 
herds where the owner pays more at- 
tention to his cattle, being careful 
for type as well as for a large milk 
check, I find that there are a great 
many real breeders about whom we 
know nothing yet. But they are do- 
ing a real job of producing real cat- 
tle. Many of them use bulls of their 
own breeding; all of them are bulls 
of better than average type, selected 
for the proven value of their ances- 
tors. One might almost wish that 
more breeders used good bulls, re- 
gardless of pedigree; rather than 
good pedigree, with no bull to match.
